2. Citations and explanations: 

The claimed invention relates to protection of light 
emitting diodes (LED) from electrostatic discharges. 

Documents cited in the International Search Report: 

Dl: US 6536913 Bl 

D2: JP 20011196638 (Patent Abstracts of Japan) 

Dl discloses a display apparatus including a matrix of LED's 
and a grounded electrically conductive member, which is 
arranged to protect the LED' s from electrostatic discharges 
(see claim 1) . 

D2 shows an LED surrounded by a conductive loop (5) , which 
is intended to prevent damage due to electrostatic 
discharges . 

The invention according to independent claims 1, 7 and 15 
differs somewhat from the technique disclosed in Dl . The 
difference is that the independent claims define that a 
conductive material is induced on the surface of a 
photoconductor , while Dl is provided with an electrically 
conductive member. The description of the current 
application does not indicate that this particular 
difference gives any surprising contribution to the solution 
of problems relating to electrostatic discharges. For this 
reason, the invention according to independent claims 1, 7 
and 15 is not considered to involve an inventive step.
